V By the King: 
A Proclamation concerning Felts. 


Hereas We are credibly informed, That the workers 


and makers of Felts within this Our RealmeofEng- 
land, Haue heretokoze dayly imployed and ſet on wozke 
many Thouſands ot Our pooze Subtects,both men,wo- 
men and childꝛen, in Carding , Baſening, Felting, Dꝛeſl⸗ 
ing, Pounting, Blocking and Dying, with certaine other 
I | feats,concerningthe woꝛking and making ofFelts,made 
| and wꝛought within and neere Our City of London, and 
in diners and many other Cities, Bozoughes and townes within this Pur Realme 
of England, and Pincipalitie of wales, wherby Our ſaid pooze ſubtectshauegotten 
their lining time out ol minde, vntill of late peeres paſt, that very great abundance of 
Felts ready wꝛought and made in the parts beyond the Seas, haue bene, and now 
daily are bꝛought from fozreine parts into this Our Realme , and here haue bene 
and daily are vttered and ſould , to the vtter vndoing of great multitudes of Our lo⸗ 
uingSubiects, who foꝛ want of imployment as heretofoꝛe in making of Felts, are 
now deſtitute of meanes how to line, and thereby fall to idleneſſe, begging, and other 
intonuenientes wee thereloꝛe tendering the welfare of Our louing Subiects, doe 
hereby ſtraitliy pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all and euery perſon and perſons whatſoeuer, al⸗ 
well Our naturall bozne Subiects, as Dentzens oꝛ Strangers, either directly oꝛ in⸗ 
direttly, from henteloꝛth to vnſhip . diſcharge oꝛ lay on land, any Felts, Hats oz Caps, 
wꝛought oz halfe wꝛought, in any parts beyond the Seas, at oꝛ in any Poꝛt, Hauen, 
Creeke , oꝛ other plate within this Our Nealme of England, oꝛ Paincipalitie of 
wales, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties as by the Lawes of 
this Our Realme of England, may be inſlicted vpon perſons ſo offending, 
And foz the better execution hereof, Wet doe hereby further charge and command 
all Cuſtomers, Controllers, and other officers of Our poꝛts, to whom it ſhalapper- 
taine, and all Fermers ol Pur Cuſtomes and Impoſts now, and foꝛ the time being, 
their Clerkes and ſubſtitutes, that they and euery of them doe foꝛbeare to take any 
Entries ofany Felts Hats oꝛ Caps, inade beyond the Seas, that ſhalbe bꝛought into 
this Realme by any perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, as they and euery o them will 
anlwere the tontrary at their perils. 
Giuen at Royſtone the ſecond day of December, in the xj. yeere of Our 
Reigne of England, France aud Ireland, and of Scotland the 37.
